PEESIDENT OF QUEEN’S COLLEGE, GALWAY, 

FOR 

THE SESSION 1889-90. 


TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please your Majesty, 

In accordance with the provisions of the Act of Parliament 
founding the Queen’s Colleges, I have the honour of submitting 
to Your Majesty the following Report of the proceedings and 
condition of the Queen’s College, Galway, for the Session 
1889-90. 

On this occasion I am enabled to report an increase in the 
number of Students. During the Session 1888-89 they 
numbered 107 ; in the Session that has just closed the number 
stood at 122; 51 being Roman Catholics, 51 Presbyterians, 
18 Episcopalian Protestants, one Wesleyan Methodist, and one 
Independent — a not unsatisfactory illustration of the principle of 
United Education which this College was founded to maintain. 
And here I may observe that, in order to estimate justly the 
condition of the College from the number of Students, it should 
be borne in mind that daily attendance on Lectures is enforced 
in all the departments of the Queen’s Colleges. This rule, which 
imposes on the great majority of the Students of this College 
the expense of residing at a distance from home through a 
great part of each year, must tend, in the case of an institution 
which is mainly recruited from the middle classes, to depress” the 
number. But, whatever may be thought of the numerical 
total, it will to those who are acquainted with the method 
and character of the instruction given in this College repre- 
sent a large amount of solid educational work. What has 
given its real value to the educational system of the Queen’s 
Colleges is their persistent maintenance of the University prin- 
ciple — the ancient method of oral intercourse between teacher 
and scholar ; liberalizing by familiar intercourse, and stimulating 
by mutual help. There is nothing of more vital importance in 
higher education than the influence which the personality of 
really able men exercises on those brought within their spheres ; 
and speaking of the life and conduct of the great body of 
Students with whom I have been for so many years intimately 
connected, I can add that the College has found its strength

and support in the qualities they have manifested — in their 
intelligence and will to respond to the instructions and advice 
of their Teachers. The Students of the College do not come 
from the wealthy and leisured class ; they pursue their studies 
under conditions much more exacting than those that determine 
the lives of Students in the old Universities ; nearly all of them 
are in what is, on the whole, the happy condition of having to 
earn their bread by work recognised and paid for by the 
community ; and, as a rule, they act under a full sense of their 
responsibilities. “ The Queen’s Colleges,” Sir Lyon Playfair has 
said, “ trained men for professional pursuits ; and no more useful 
work could be done, especially in a poor country ; they have 
added to the material prosperity of Ireland by producing men 
who were able to make their way in all the different lines of life 
where learning is required.” 

But I do not forget that the true and practical idea of a 
University is to supply the highest educational wants of a nation 
in every direction, not in one alone ; it should not be merely a 
place for professional training : its further and higher aim should 
be to add to the intellectual capital of society by original research 
and the advancement of knowledge. And on these grounds this 
College may vindicate for itself the title of a University College. 
It owes it to the memory of two of its Professors to have 
recorded here, that from this remote and outlying spot they sent 
forth works that are important additions to the learning of the 
world. Dr. Maguire, while holding the Chair of Latin in this 
College, published his Essays on Platonic Ethics , the character 
of which may be judged from the words of Professor Teichmiiller, 
of Dorpat : — “ Maguire’s book deserves to be specially appreciated 
by us Germans, for Maguire belongs to the most speculative 
order of intellect that England and Ireland have ever produced. 

. . . But amongst British savants, Maguire is, of Platonic 

scholars, assuredly the most interesting and profound.” In the 
purely Classical field, the edition of the Eumenides by Dr. Davies 
(Dr. Maguire’s successor in the Chair), not to speak of his 
numerous other works, stands equally high in the estimate of 
scholars. A high authority has said : — “ It is next to impossible 
to read Mr. Davies’ work, and wholly impossible to hold converse 
with him, without feeling the presence of a quite unique mind. 
Whatever we may think of his views on particular points, one is 
compelled to feel that the enthusiasm of scholarship is in the 
man, to a degree hardly ever parallelled. This is the secret of 
his influence with his pupils, an influence in which he may be said 
to be unrivalled among teachers, in Ireland at any rate.” I 
have the satisfaction of adding that the recent work of Dr. 
Allman, the Professor -of Mathematics, Greek Geometry from 
Thales to Euclid \ has already acquired a high reputation among 
Continental as well as English Mathematicians. 

In the Faculty of Arts, at the Royal University Examinations 
last year, Mr. Robert J. Semple was awarded a First Class Degree 
of Master of Arts, with a Studentship value £100 tenable for 
three years. In the Undergraduate Examinations in the same 
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Faculty, two First Class Exhibitions, and a number of minor 
distinctions, were obtained by Students of the College. 

The Medical School, — which, it should be remembered, was 
created by the College, no such institution having previously 
existed in the Western province, — maintains the character 
to which I referred in several previous Reports. I subjoin a 
note that I have received from the Professor of Anatomy and 
Physiology ; — “ It is claimed for this School that, since its estab- 
lishment, 40 years ago, the work done by its Students has been 
painstaking and accurate, while the subject has been approached 
from a scientific point of view as distinguished from a purely 
professional study. It is hoped that its reputation in these re- 
spects has not been lessened ; and, in this connection, it may be 
pointed out that a Student, Mr. Henry Smith, direct from the 
School, obtained first place in the India Medical Service Com- 
petition last Session — an honourable distinction to which Galway 
Students are not unaccustomed ; his marks in Anatomy and 
Physiology being considerably over 90 per cent.” The Travel- 
ling Medical Scholarship was awarded for the first time last year 
by the Senate of the Royal University ; Mr. Joseph Stewart, of 
this College being the successful Candidate. 

In my last Report I had occasion to refer to several members 
of the India Civil Service who had proceeded from the class- 
rooms of this College, to enter on those careers in which they 
have shown eminent capacity not only as public servants but in 
the higher walks of statesmanship. On the present occasion I 
shall refer to but one other remarkable case, from a different 
branch of the Indian Service — -The Public Works Department 
(Railways). In a letter dated 22nd March, 1890, from the Con- 
sulting Engineer for Railways, the attention of the Government 
of Madras is specially called to the .conspicuous ability with 
which Mr. E. W. Stoney had executed certain Engineering 
works that were surrounded with exceptional difficulties. His 
methods of operation have been placed on record as a model for 
future Engineers in executing works of a similar kind, and as 
furnishing data for economising cost. 

The Library and other departments are in excellent working 
order. A number of valuable specimens have been added to the 
Natural History Museum, and a new form of Microscope, 
invented by the Professor, which possesses great advantages 
for teaching purposes, 

In the beginning of the Session, Dr. Rowney resigned the 
Chair of Chemistry, the duties of which he had conscientiously 
and efficiently discharged for thirty-three years, enjoying the 
esteem of the whole Collegiate body. He has been succeeded by 
Mr. A. E. Dixon, M.D., who has attained a high reputation for 
his Chemical researches, and his abilities as a Lecturer.
